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STATE SCHOOL SHIPS. 


§ the idea of State school ships seems to be gaining 

{i popularity, it is a good time to offer a few words 
onthe subject. That a nautical college is an institution 
much to be desired by such a great commercial State as 
New York, is too plainly obvious to need any labored 
argument. A liberal provision for a sound nautical 
education would unquestionably tend to elevate the 
standard of the mercantile marine, promote the wealth 
of the State by the greater success it would ensure 
inthe management of its ships, and be an important 
step in the cause of humanity, by providing the best 
possible means of securing the lives of passengers, 
employés, ete., who are now sacrificed by hundreds 
through sheer and culpable ignorance. The laws of 
storms, and the leading principles of seamanship 
and navigation are too well understood to-day, and 
works containing clear and concise expositions of 
them are too widely circulated, for any commander to 
urge with success the plea of ignorance as a justifica- 
tion for disaster ; and he who runs his ship into, or 
permits her to be overtaken by, the centre of a 
cyclone, ‘‘ where sudden and terrific gusts break the 
“unnatural repose,’’ must be considered the author 
of his own misfortunes. It is believed that the 
organization of a nautical college needs no legislative 
action, but can be started at once by the Superinten- 
dent of Public Instruction, under the Common School 
Fund. 

But it is not so much our purpose to speak of the 
educating of the officers as of the sailors of our mer- 
chant marine. ‘The latter, it is agreed on all hands, 
are a much abused class, whose normal condition mav 
be improved, and the method of doing this by the 
education of boys, as suggested in a recent issue 
ofthe JouRNAL, seems entirely practicable and good. 
In nearly all our penitentiaries convicts are com- 
pelled to learn a trade; not, as often erroneously 
supposed, to swell the prison revenue by the sale of 
articles manufactured, but to afford the means by 
Which to gain an honest livelihood when again thrown 
upon the world. It is proposed now that the little 
Waifs and strays of our large cities, the children of 
misfortune, poverty and sin, should have their méteir 
too, and, among other things, learn to be sailors. 
Placed on board a school ship, they soon learn a 
seaman’s duties, and, what is of the first importance, 
they acquire a respect for authority, which by itself, 
let their subsequent calling be what it may, renders 
them all the better as citizens and members of society. 
Formerly there was but one school ship belonging to 
the State of Massachusetts, and it is an undoubted 
proof of its success that a second ship of similar 
character has been put into commission. The first 

P Was named after the State ; the second is callefl the 
George M. Barnard, out of compliment to a worthy 
citizen of Boston, who has contributed generously of 
The and wisdom to the supportof the institution. 

Barnard, like the Massachusetts, is a full rigged 





ship of about 900 tons. Between decks there is a) 


spacious school-room fitted up with all the modern 
improvements, having desks for eighty scholars, but 
capable of seating twice that number when used as a 
chapel on Sunday. Forward of the school-room is 
the ‘‘ berth deck,” or place for sleeping, and forward 
of that again comes the mess-room. The boys are 
divided into two watches, starboard and port, and 
each watch attends on alternate days the school or the 
practical instruction on deck. The academic course 
includes navigation and geography, and as the larger 
portion of the boys are committed for truancy, and 
are, in consequence, very backward, the Trustees of 
this school aim at making every boy acquire a fair 
knowledge of reading, writing and arithmetic before 
being discharged. Many of the boys, we are credibly 
informed, acquire a commendable degree of proficiency, 
particularly in mental arithmetic, and, in general, 
they seem fond of oral instruction, the mode of im- 
parting information in history, astronomy and moral 
subjects. The frequent addresses delivered on Sundays 
by persons visiting the ship seem to exert the most 
salutory influence on these youths, and not unfrequently 
lead to the reformation of those who have been led 
into error more through early neglect and unfortu- 
nate association, than from an innate tendency to 
evil. The instruction on deck is entirely practical, 
and takes in all the ordinary duties of a seaman; such 
as learning the compass and lead; to knot and splice ; 
the making of mats, nets, etc.; the use of the palm 
and needle; to hand, reef and steer, and the send- 
ing up and down of the light yards and masts. One 
pleasing and peculiar feature of the school-room 
exercise is that of singing, and it is said to be 
productive of the happiest effects. ‘The boys are per- 
mitted to sing songs of their own selection, but are 
required to learn devotional pieces to sing on Sunday 
and on the daily opening of the school. During our 
inspection of the Barnard, the singing proved one of 
the most interesting exhibitions of this very interest- 
ing institute, and we were much struck by the bright 
eyes and cheerful faces of the young scamps as they 
swung through the rollicking choruses of some of our 
popular melodies. At daylight the drum beats the 
reveille, on which the boys turn out, lash up and stow 
their hammocks, and after washing themselves, scrub 
their clothes or spare hammocks, according to the 
prescribed routine. Then follow breakfast, school and 
exercises, agreeably to the programme. ‘They are 
‘* piped down,” the year round, soon after dark. 
During the Summer months the ships cruise along 
the eastern coast, when the boys keep watch and 
watch, and are assigned particular stations about the 
decks and aloft, at the wheel and lead. The ships 
are well ventilated, and the boys enjoy a liberal 
allowance of light and air, while everything is 
kept scrupulously neat and clean. The fare is plain 
and wholesome, and the boys present a fine spectacle 
of robust health and good spirits. It is undoubtedly 
true that some of these boys find their way to the 
severer penal institutions, but by far the larger portion 
get a new and fair start in the great race of life, and 
the majority do well. 

It has been objected of these school ships that not a 
fair proportion of the scholars follow the sea. This is 
due to an imperfection in the mode of selection, and is 
easily remedied. Boys for these ships should be selected 
with a single eye to their fitness and aptitude 
for the life of a sailor, and be subjected to a searching 
physical examination. No boy should be taken on 
board who evinced a decided distaste for a life at sea, 
or even were his predilections strongly in favor of any 





one vocation on shore. While those of feeble consti- 
tution or permanently impaired health, chronic dis- 
ease, weak or disordered intellect, epilepsy, impaired 
vision, hernia, ete., should be rejected quite as a 
matter of course. 

A correspondent in a late number of the Jour- 
NAL signing himself ‘‘ Excelsior ’’ is mistaken if he 
thinks the House of Refuge on Randall’s Island © 
is the only correctional institution of the kind 
in the State. There is the Western House of 
Refuge at Rochester, which could contribute its 
quota of boys also. Then there is the Juvenile . 
Asylum, New York City, and the ‘Truants’ 
Home, Brooklyn, for the younger classes, who are 
committed for vagrancy, truancy, ete., and these two 
last would probably yield the more numerous supply 
of scholars. There is also the Five Points House of 
Industry, the Home for the Friendless, Childrens’ 
Aid Society, and kindred institutions, from which 
could be derived a bountiful supply of material, a 
judicious selection giving a class of scholars nearly, 
if not quite, all of whom would become addicted to a 
life at sea. It is estimated that not far from 2,000 
children are annually sent West from New York 
City alone. It is fair to suppose that out of these at 
least fifty active and intelligent lads might be secured 
for the merchant service. 








Mr. Bavurne’s large picture of Grant and the Union 
Generals, on exhibition at the International Gallery, 625 
Broadway, is an interesting‘and, in considerable measure, 
a successful attempt to group characteristic likenesses of 
the principal commanders of our Armies. It is a canvas 
about twenty by fourteen feet, and the’composition presents 
a group of horsemen, riding at a canter, as it were, down 
forward out of the picture across toward the left hand of 
the spectator—a bold and striking idea. The riders are in 
uniform, and the figures and faces are nearly of life size. 
‘The work has real value asa collection of portraits, and 
shows a good deal of talent and spirit in the composition 
and drawing, both of men and horses. ‘The likenesses are 
sometimes not quite satisfactory, and the coloring is some- 
what dry and chalky in general effect, but these are minor 
faults in a work where portraits are its chief significance. -

Tue following is an extract from a letter written 
by an officer stationed at one of the forts in Montana Ter- 
ritory : 

Thinking that a few lines from this out of the way place 
might be of passing interest to you, I will endeavor to give 
you a few items particularly relating to the Second bat- 
talion Eighteenth infantry (I don’t know what regiment 
now). The cause of my ignorance is the inability to pro- 
cure any newspapers. The common report is that Ben 
Ha uinay throws out all papers as worthless. However 
true this may be, I know that very few papers reach these 
outposts. I think there should be some remedy, as, with- 
out a regular mail, and deprived of our newspapers, we 
will be unable to keep posted in the affairs of the outside 
world. This is one of the new posts established on the 
new road to Montana, and is very pleasantly situated on 
the Big Horn River, about two miles below its debouch- 
ment from the mountains of the same name. There is 
abundance of good water and grass and a limited amount 
of wood in the vicinity, but up in the canon there is an 
inexhaustible supply of the latter. Game, such as buf- 
faloes, elk, antelope, bears, etc., are in abundance. Nota 
day passes but a herd of the first mentioned comes near 
the post. Indiansalso abound. The Sioux are somewhat 
troublesome, and have killed three persons, two soldiers 
and one citizen, since the post was established. 


Masor-Generat Sicktes, Commanding Department of 
the South, on the Ist inst , issued an order to the following 
effect : 

The authority conferred upon Commanding Officers of 
‘* Separate Brigades ”’ by the act of Congress approved 24th 
December, 1861, to convene General Courts-martial and 
confirm, execute, mitigate, and pardon their sentences, 
having ceased with the termination of the war, all proceed- 
ings of such courts-martial, in this Department, subsequent 
to the proclamation of the President of the United States, 
dated 20th August, 1866, are hereby declared inoperative 
and void; and all orders confirming and directing the ex- 
ecution of sentences imposed subsequent to the proclama- 
tion aforesaid, by general courts-martial so convened, will 
be revoked without delay by the authority confirming the 
proceedings. The proceedings heretofore taken in the several 
cases affected by this order, being without validity for 
want of jurisdiction, the accused parties will be brought to 
trial hefore a general court-martial convened by the De- 
partment Commander, in all instances in which the main- 
tenance of good order and military discipline requires fur- 
ther action. 


Masor-Generat Hancock, commanding Department of 
the Missouri, on the 3d inst. issued the following order: 
The Headquarters District of New Mexico will be trans- 
ferred, as soon as practicable, to Fort Union, New Mexico. 
Fort Marcy and the military post at Albuquerque will 
be broken up and discontinued. The troops will take post 
at Fort Union, or such other post or posts as the Com- 
manding General District of New Mexico may select; he 
will also give the necessary orders for the disposition and 
removal of the public property at these posts. The build- 
ings, and other public property which cannot be removed, 
will be placed in charge of a suitable guard, or a Quarter- 
master’s agent. An inventory of such public property, in- 
cluding lands, buildings, etc., will be made without delay, 
and forwarded to these Headquarters, with a recommenda- 
tion as to the disposition to be made of it. Brevet Briga- 
dier-General James H. Carleton, United States Army, 
commanding District of New Mexico, is charged with the 
execution of this order. 


Ir is the intention of the Quartermaster-General to 
greatly improve the appearance of National Cemeteries 
by dispensing with the plain wood head and foot boards at 
the graves of the Nation’s dead, and substituting in lieu cast- 
iron head blocks. They will be nine inches high, from ten 
to twelve inches long, and from three and a half to four 
and a half inches wide, with a flange around the bottom. 
They will be hollow, and will have a number cast on the 
back, and an inscription of the name, rank, regiment, arm, 
company or corps, and date of death of the deceased 
cast in raised letters on the top. The ;Quartermaster’s 
Department invites proposals for furnishing from 100,000 
to 200,000 of these head blocks. 

Genera [Orders No. 90, from the War Department, 
reads as follows: 

Paragraph 1,308, Revised Regulations of the Army, is 
hereby modified to read as follows: 

1,308. The Physician’s account of pay due, in the or- 
dinary form of an officer's pay account, shall be presented 
toa Paymaster for payment, vouched for by a certificate 
thereon by the commanding officer that it is correct and 
agreeably to contract, and that the services have been duly 
rendered, which certificate he will not make unless the con- 
tract has been approved by the Surgeon-General or the 
Medical Director of the Department. The payment shall 
be made under the same rules that govern in the payment 
of officers of the same station:”

Tue new plan, or, rather, new revival of a very old ideg 
of driving vessels forward by drawing in water at the bows 
and forcing it out at the stern, which the British Admi. 
ralty experimented with a year ago, has just had a More 
extensive and quite a valuable triul. An armored gon. 
boat called the Waterwitch has been fitted with this pro 


and of 778 tons measurement, 162 feet in length, 32 ip 
breadth, and 13 feet 9 inches in depth. She is flat in th. 
bottom, broad in the midship eection in proportion to her 
length, and what we calla “double-ender.” The water 
is handled by means of a huge circular pump of 14 fog 
6 inches in diameter, placed in a box of 19 feet in diameter 
It is made of boiler-iron plates, and is divided into’ 12 ge. 
tions by arms. The copper propulsion-pipes havea spiral 
twist, in order to diminish the friction of the water pass- 
ing through, and are about 27 by 25 inches, interior 
measurement. The nozzle tubes at the stern measure about 
24 by 18 inches, and are protected by armor. The driving 
power is comprised in these engines, horizontal and direct, 
acting. The length of stroke of each is 42 inches, andthe 
diameter of their cylinders 38 1-2 inches. Their noming 
power is 160 horse. The pump, beside its regular supply 
pipes, has connections with the bilge, to be used in the 
event of a sudden leak, as in the case of being hulled by a 
shell or shot. As the pump throws 360 tons of water 
per minute, the ship might suffer pretty heavy damage 
before being utterly hopeless. The vessel made an in- 
formal run over the measured milegin 6 minutes 20 seo. 
onds—9.474 knots. ‘Two official runs‘were made with an 
average result of 8.912 knots; fmean pressure, 2412 
pounds ; jmean vacuum, 26 1-2 inches. The Waterwit 
has a belt of 4 1-2 inch plating all round at water line, 
and a central casemate of 41-2 inch plates backed with 
10-inch teak backing and inner skin. 


AmonG the last trials of the channel iron-clads was the 
testing of their performance in rolling in a beam sea. A 
fair average of their behavior in a rather heavy sea is 
given as follows, the numbers denoting the degrees: Achil- 
les, 2; Bellerophon, 5; Pallas,9; Ocean, 10; Lord Clyde, 12; 
Hector, 10 to 12; Caledonia, 15. In a strong gale which 
raised a heavily-rolling, pitching sea, the ships were not 9 
steady, and their performance was: Bellerophon, 10; Achil- 
les, 16; Hector, 20; Ocean, 26; Lord Clyde, 27; Pallas, 32; 
Caledonia, 35. It is remarkable that both the Bellerophon 
and Achilles carry their heavy weights much higher out of 
the water than any of the others. The spread of canvas 
carried by the ships is as follows in square feet, including 
the canvas topsails, topgallant-sails, jib and driver, but not 
the royals, flying-jib and studding-sails: Achilles, 33,000; 
Beilerophon, 23,800; Lord Clyde, 23,300; Ocean, 22,900; 
Caledonia, 22,200; Hector, 21,400; Pallas, 16,750; Wivern, 
11,300 ; Research, 11,200. Their midship section in square 
feet is: Achilles, 1,307; Bellerophon, 1,190; Lord Clude, 
1,250; Ocean, 1,165; Caledonia, 1,120; Hector, 1,180; Pal- 
las, 800; Wivern, 600; and Research, 450. The fast ships 
of the squadron are_ the Bellerophon, Achilles, Pallas and 
Hector. 

WE notice in one of our exchanges that the Brithh 
Secretary of State for War advertises for proposals from 
gunmakers and others for breech-loading rifles, either re 
peating or not repeating, to replace the present service 
rifles. The conditions imposed are that the weight ofs 
non-repeating rifle shall net exceed 9 Ibs. 4 oz., without 
the bayonet ; the length to be 51 inches ; the weight of the 
ammunition must not exceed 6 lbs. 40z. for sixty rounds; 
they must be capable of firing at leas: twelve rounds per 
minute without aiming. Each accepted competitor will 
required to furnish for experiment at Woolwich six arms 
in strict conformity to the specimen arm submitted, with 
1,000 rounds of ammunition per arm. The sum of £300 
will be paid to each of the accepted competitors to cover 
the expense of the six rifles and of the supply of ammui- 
tion. A reward of £1,000 is offered for the arm which, 2 
the combination of all qualities, is considered by the Ori- 
nance Select Committee the best submitted ; £600 is of 
fered as a prize for the best breech mechanism; and £40 
for the best cartridge; £300 is offered for the best mage 
zine arm.

Ir the proposals of the war office are accepted by the 
King of Prussia, the troops to be levied in ‘the new 
provinces will be formed into three corps d’armée of 40,000 
men each; eleven regiments of 3,000 men each from the 
eleven minor German States, and about another corps from 
Saxony. The entire augmentation of the Prussian mili- 
tary strength from her victims will be 175,000 to 190,000 
men. These figures do not include the Landwehr, which is 
yet to come ; but this will be a small item for the next few 
years. 

MustarHa Pacua, Governor-General of Candia, has 
found himself obliged to recognize the Candiotes as bel- 
ligerents, and to establish a blockade of the whole island, 
except five fortresses, Canea, Suda, Retimo, Candia and 
Spinalonga. This proves that his army of 30,000 soldiers 
is not enough to control the insurgents. The latter are in 
possession of the long mountain range which overlooks the 
whole island, and extends a distance of 135 miles east and 
west, and they also command many of the seaports. 





Tae Italian War Department dismisses, on unlimited 
furlough, the Venetian soldiers who have been in the Aus- 
trian service, and who are being successively transferred 
tocommand of the Italian officers at Verona. 


FeLpzeuGMEISTER Von Beyepex and two of his princi- 
pal officers have been pensioned, the act not being accom- 
panied with any allusion to recent events. 


Tue Swiss Commissioners have decided to convert the 
rile now in use’ in the army according to the Mi_panx 
system, and to arm the chasseurs with the Henry re- 
peating carbine, 8,000 of which have been ordered. 

Ir is said the British Government is about to ask of Par- 
liament an increase of one million pounds sterling in the 
amount voted for the army, and a large additional amourt 
to that appropriated in former years for the navy. 

THERE are now building, or under orders to be built, 
twenty-six unarmored vessels of war for the British navy, 
upon which the estimates for the hulls during the year are 
£256,632. 

Tue officers belonging to Kiraprxka’s corps of Hungarians 
have been ordered to leave Austria, and the privates have 
been sent to their respective regiments. 

Tue Prussians took 486 cannon, 120,000 rifles and mili- 
tary equipments, valued at 4,000,000 to 6,000,000 thalers 
(thaler—70 cents). 








MAJOR-GENERAL P. H. SHERIDAN. 


Ove of the latest works issued, bearing upon the war, is 
from the press of J. B. Lippincott & Co., Philadelphia, and 
isentitled “ With General Sheridan in Lee’s Last Cam- 
paign,” by a Staff Officer. The preface states that the 
sketch has no object in the world but*to fairly present the 
General and his campaigning to such readers as the book 
thall find. Although the work is published anonymously, 
we understand that it is from the pen of Colonel F. C. New- 
ball, formerly of General Sheridan’s staff. The likeness 
of General Sheridan in the frontispiece is well executed, 
and the best picture of him we have seen. The book num- 
bers some 235 pages, and is written in a pleasant and un- 
labored style, which is quite readable. ‘The writer is en- 
abled to throw much warmth into many of his descrip- 
tions of scenes and actions; and as he writes as an 
intelligent eye-witness of some of the closing scenes of the 
last war, his book will find for itself a large class of 
teaders. We recommend the work as one which will well 
mpay one forits perusal. The following extract is descrip- 
ta of General Sheridan’s personal appearance, and we 
give it for the benefit of those of our readers who have 
never seen him :

His face is very much tanned by exposure, but is lighted 
up by uncommonly keen eyes, which would stamp him 
anywhere as a man of quickness and force, while its whole 
character would betray him to be a soldier, with its firm 
chin, high cheek bones, and crisp moustache. 

He has not seen more than five and thirty summers, and 
is not tall of his years, but as his brain is not cramped by 
his inches, nobody has ever lost confidence in him on that 
account; for 

“Though not a giant, he is learned and wise, 
And wisdom compensates for want of size.’’ 
His mental stature is not easily measured, and men whose 
eyes look over his head are puzzled to know how much is 
in it. His military calibre, too, is hard to guess, and he 
would be a clever soldier who could claim to have found it 
out ; he has been competent for every emergency that he 
has been called upon to meet, and for the largest command 
he ever controlled, but nobody is found to say what emer- 
gency would stagger him, or what number of troops would 
prove too many for him. 

His face is flushed, not with wine, but with life, and his 
eyes twinkle like stars; the ends of his moustache curl up 
with decision, and his mouche hides the sharp outline of his 
chin; his uniform coat is buttoned to the throat, across a 
square, deep chest, which rightly indicates his physical 
power, and he is very simply dressed throughout, with 
nothing of the gay cavalier about him. He talks slowly 
and very quietly, smiling now, and working his mouth 
crosswise. If excited on the field, he won’t bluster, but 
may swear,g@nd be not so careful of the elegancies of speech 
as are some dilettanti people, who never have many thoughts 
of their own to express and never mingle in stirring events 
—one of whom, 

‘* That never set a squadron in the field, 

Nor the division of a battle knows,” 
might perhaps be shocked in these fiery moments, but if he 
has a chance for a quiet chat with the General, will think 
him rather gentle than otherwise, and begin to doubt the 
terrible oaths and fierce imprecations of song and story ; 
will find him proud of the achievements of his various com- 
mands, but modest about his own performances, and as 
silent as a pyramid ifa speech is to be made. Accustomed 
to reserve, and not having the faculty of hiding himself in 
words, he resorts to the unusual experiment of silence, and 
the public never would have known him but for the great 
events which called him out. "With them he can grapple, 
but a serenading party is too much for him. If the reader 
has occasion to correspond with him, any of his staff will 
be happy to decipher his hasty reply, and assure the cor- 
respondent that the signature is not copied from the Roset- 
ta stone, but is the sign-manual of “ yours truly, P. H. 
Sheridan, Major-General.” 


We shall close our remarks on this lively sketch, 
which we have read with great pleasure and interest, by 
an extract from it in which the writer takes leave of his 
comrades in the hard service of the horse: 


At odd times on the road, we have been associated with 
sundry other gallant commanders and various gallant 
troops ; but they all have returned to their respective places, 
and now only with cavalrymen do we feel that we sever a 
tie at parting. It is to them that we fill now—to Merritt, 
who has done so much good fighting and won so little 
printed fame, a man of brains, with a boyish face anda 
splendid head ; to Custer, quick as a flash, daring and 
reckless almost without equal, yet showing coolness and 
judgment in some tight places; to Devin, who is of the 
school of Polonius, a little slow sometimes in entrance to a 
fight, but being in, as slow to leave a point for which the 
enemy is trying; who cut off his beard because it was grow- 
ing gray, declaring the role of “ old Devin’ to be played 
out, and won his stars forthwith by the virtue of a smooth 
chin ; to Gibbes, courteous, jolly, and hospitable, always 
ready with his brigade for whatever fortune found for him 
to do; to Irvine Gregg, “cool as a clock,” looking out 
from under his broad slouch hat on any phase of battle; to 
Smith, of Maine, steady as a lighthouse, and to be counted 
on in an awkward pinch, sturdy in form and character, 
and looking like Governor Carver, the Puritan, leaning on 
his sword at the landing at Plymouth Rock; to Crook, 
easy going and kindly, who has done more good service 
than has been blown to his credit through “ the. trampet 
that speaks of fame ;” to Davies, earnest and dashing, al- 
ways getting horses killed and balls through his boots, 
a strict disciplinarian and efficient in camp and field; to 
Fitzhugh, who left his battery to command a brigade, and 
more than sustained his old reputation ; to all the rest un- 
named who have fought with the troopers in this cam- 
paign ; to the old associations with D. McM. Gregg, Tor- 
bert, Wilson, McIntosh, and the others, who in earlier 
campaigns were prominent in Sheridan’s cavalry and made 
it famous by their swords, and to the glorious memory of 
those who have fallen. 








THE FARRAGUT FAMILY. 

Tue following letter is from a correspondent of the 
New Orleans TZimes, who 1s said to be high authority for 
any statement he may make, and would not be likely to be 
misinformed on this matter : 

The Farragut family was originally Spanish, natives of 
Barcelona. Before the Revolution the grandfather of the 
Admiral emigrated to the neighborhood of Norfolk, Va. 
He was probably induced to do so by Colonel Wm. Leigh, 
eadet, of a well-known family in England, who, in early life, 
had served in the Spanish infantry, and afterward settled 
in Sussex county, Va., as a planter. His son, Fernando 
Leigh, married a Miss Farragut, who died without issue. 
He was the ancestor of the late eminent Virginia states- 
man and jurist, Benjamin Watkins Leigh, and, in the ma- 
ternal line, of the Claibornes of Louisiana and Mississippi. 
George Farragut (father of the Admiral) and this Fernando 
Leigh were close friends, and he received his commission 
in the United States Navy on the recommendation of the 
Hon, Thomas Claiborne, then and for near thirty years a 
member of from Virginia. 

Shortly afterward the F t family removed to Ten- 
nessee, where they found William C. ©. Claiborne just 
elected to represent the State in Congress. He was soon

thence transferred to Louisiana. Subsequentl 

gut family removed to this city, where the father of the 
Admiral, and one of his brothers, a naval officer of high 
standing, died. Here he passed his early youth; and here, 
some fifty years since, he received his appointment in the 
Navy of the United States, on the application of Governor 
Claiborne, his steady and devoted friend. In this city the 
Admiral has numerous relatives, honorable and respectabie 


men, who, in the late { struggle, shared with the masses 
of the Southern people their notions of duty and patriot- 
ism. Their illustrious kinsman followed his own opinions, 


and maintained them in a career distinguished no less for 
personal gallantry and preéminent professional ability, 
than for his generous and humane conduct to the unfor- 
tunate. 


NAVAL AND MILITARY MATTERS IN FRANCE. 
Tue following extract is from the Paris correspondent 
of the English Army and Navy Gazette : 


Nothing more has been heard of the reorganization of 
the Army, but the question is being deeply studied so as 
to be laid before the Chambers when they open. Harcly 
a day passes without an article in some paper or another 
on the constitution of the Prussian Army, its drill, and its 
numbers. The Opinion Nationale shifted ground last night, 
and cast an anxious eye out to sea. Editor Bonneau finds 
that eighteen months ago Prussia only had a merchant 
marine of 1,665 ships, most of them coasters; but she has 
become mistress of the north—she has now 10,202 ships. 
The appropriation of Schleswig brought 1,553; Holstein, 
1,411; Hanover, 3,618; Oldenburg, 650; the two Meck- 
lenburgs, 420; Hamburg, 530; Lubeck, 55; Breine, 300 ; 
which, with the 1,665 of Prussia, makes up the total 10,- 
202. “Here is Prussia, after England, become the first 
merchant Power in Europe, leaving France behind-hand.” 
It is true that France has more vessels, but the number of 
tons is in favor of the northern Confederation, which hae 
already sent out the Vineta to Chinese waters to protect its 
flag against the pirates. M. Bonneau contemplates with 
uneasiness the possible annexation of Holland by Count 
Bismark when he gets better, and renews his fight about 
Limbourg and Luxembourg. The possession of Holland 
would raise the merchant marire of Prussia a couple of 
thousand vessels and about 650,000 tons. Prussia would 
then have 1,803,000 tons to show against 985,235 tons 
owned by France. 

M. Emile de Girardin, in the Liberté,has an article head- 
ed “La vraie politique,’ which opens thus: ‘The United 
States has just given a great and beautiful example, which 
it would be well that all civilized governments should imi- 
tate under similar circumstances. A corsair, the Florida, a 
rival of the Alabama, had been seized in the port of Bahia 
by an officer of the Federal Marine during the late war 
between the States of South and North America. Having 
recognized that this capture had been effected contrary to 
the rights of international law, and that the demands of 
the Cabinet of Rio Janeiro were just, the Cabinet of Wash- 
ington did not haggle about reparation.” 

After several more paragraphs in this strain, the writer 
thinks that France should follow this noble example, and 
acknowledge that she has committed a great fault in going 
to Mexico. 

M. Texier, in the'Siécle, relates the following: ‘Two 
days before the battle of Lissa, on my way from Ferrara 
to Florence, I met at Bologna station a political person- 
age returning from Ancona. ‘As a Frenchman,’ he said 
to me, ‘you must remember the incidents which preceded 
the naval engagement off La’‘Hogue?’ ‘Not in the least,’ 
I replied. ‘ Well,’ he stieal, ‘you must know that 
Admiral -Tourville with forty-four ships one morning des- 
cried the enemy’s fleet, eighty-eight vessels . He at 
once called a council of war, and put the question what to 
do. The council unanimously ae aaa fighting. 
“‘That is my own opinion too,” said Tourville, “but I have 
received formal orders from the King to attack the enemy, 
even if he should be in superior force,” and he showed the 
order of Louis XIV. ‘The officers composing the council 
uncovered, cried Vive le Roi! and Tourville gave orders to 
beat to quarters. A portion of the French fleet was de- 
stroyed.’ ‘I thank you for the lesson in history,’ I ob- 
served, ‘ but what are you driving at with Tourville and 
Louis XIV.” ‘To tell you that the Italian Government 
has given to Persano, through the Minister of Marine, 
Depretis, the order which Louis XIV. gave to Tourville. 
Persano has left Ancona with his squadron. Admiral 
Persano—I know it because I heard him say so himself— 
did not believe his fleet to be sufficiently well equipped to 
risk a decisive action. He was short of everything—men, 
coal,.and engineers. But he had received an order, and he 
obeyed. This at least can be said of him, that if he did 
not gain the victory, he fought courageously and glorious- 
ly.’ The battle of La Hogue was fought on the 29th May, 
1692, the English, under Admiral Russell, destroying « 
great part of the navy of Louis XIV., and becoming by 
this victory absolute masters of the sea. ‘The unfortunate 
James II., though all chance of his restoration went with 
the battle, could not help admiring the manner in which 
his old mates, who had served under him when he beat 
Opdam and the Ruyter, handled the fleet of his friend at 
Versailles.”

THE CONGREVE ROCKET SYSTEM. 
We continue from our last number the extracts from 
Sir W. Congreve’s Rocket Treatise, as furnished by a 
correspondent to the London Mechanics’ Magazine : 


The 2-ounce rockets are a species of self-motive mus- 
ket-ball cartridges, which require a musket of pnly four 
pounds weight, though the missile itself is twice the weight 
of a musket-ball, yet having its range and penetration at 
least equal. Hence, from the lightness of the musket— 
though the ammunition is so much heavier—a soldier, with 
90 rounds and the appropriate musket, has no greater 
weight to carry than with the common musket and 60 
rounds of ball cartridge. On this same principle, small 
rockets have been made up to /alf-a-pound, to be discharged 
from the shoulder, and of one pound, to be projected from 
light tubes, formed as lances, either for infantry or cavalry. 
So that a lancer, without interfering with any of his ordi- 
nary duties, would thus have the power of projecting a 
missile at his enemy equal to the round of a one-pounder, 
or piece of artillery called the Amusette. ‘he one pound 
rocket possesses all the range, weight and force of the one- 
pound shot; so that a regiment of lancers, each man being 
so armed, would possess « tremendous fire, and carry 15,000 
or 20,000 rounds of this ammunition into action without 
incumbrance. It is evident, therefore, that the weapon 
still possesses its peculiar powers, even in its most diminu- 
tive form; while, as to the other extreme, I am convinced 
that three hundred weight is by no means the utmost mass 
that may be projected by the force of the rocket. The 
limit as to the weights that can be projected by the ordi- 
nary use of gunpowder is not only prescribed by the diffi- 
culty of casting the discharging instrument, the gun or 
the mortar, but that of moving it after it has been cast. 
Thus the 13-inch shell, which weighs only 200 pounds, 
requires a mortar of five tons to project it. As to the 
rocket, however, neither of these limits exists; but no such 
instrument as gun or mortar is required for land service, 
inasmuch as the rocket of three hundred weight may be 
thrown without any apparatus at all from an earth slope; 
and for sea service, that is, from ships or boats,* where ap- 

us would be required, the weight of it may be con- 
siderably less than that of the rocket itself. Even, there- 
fore, if rockets of still greater dimensions than three hun- 
dred weight were made—which, indeed, I contemplate, 
among the many extensions yet practicable—for the pur- 
pose of breaching walls, by impelling against them masses 
of ten hundred weight, or even more, these masses, impos- 
sible as it is ever to use them as projectiles on the ordinary 
principles of artillery, may evidently be employed by our 
armies without any serious incum 

Thus, therefore, I may state that, to whatever extreme 


* It is another of the extraordinary properties of this wea that, 
from having no recoil or reaction in its discharge, the stallset boats 
throwing the largest rockets. 


this wedpon is carried, I still find the great and marked 
peculiarities of property on which its power and facility 
depend predominant. I feel myself, therefore, justified in 
closing this part of my subject ” observing that that de- 
cisive system of warfare which it has been the aim of ail 
great generals to accomplish, and by which it is attempted 
to bear down and annihilate everything at the devoted 
point, is the inherent and peculiar property of the rocket 
system ; and that effects both as to the quantity of ammu- 
nition conveyed and discharged and as to its weight, range, 
and penetration may be produced by this arm with all the 
ease and facilities of the common manceuvres of infantry 
and cavalry, and which it is utterly impossible at «ll to ap- 
proximate to by any application of artillery whatsoever. 
Yet I feel that I may defy any fair and candid person to 
assert that I have over-charged a single statement that I 
have made. So much, therefore, for the powers of this 
weapon. I shall now proceed to some few details as to its 
economy. 

The following copies of official documents from India 
are subjoined as evidence of the great improvements which 
had been effected by Sir W. Congreve in the fabrication of 
rockets in 1822, the first experiments with which had been 
commenced in 1804 :—“ From his Excellency General Sir 
A. Campbell, Commander-in-Chief at Madras, to Captain 
H. Nicholson, Inspector of the New Rocket System in 
India.—Madras, December 7, 1822.—My dear Sir :—It is 
difficult to express te you the gratification I received from 
the exhibition of the rocket practice yesterday evening, at 
St. Thomas's Mount. The great improvements effected by 
Sir William Congreve in the composition and construction 
of this powerful and destructive implement of war have 
entirely removed the strong prejudice that had existed 
until your arrival here against it in this army, from the 
inferior nature of the rockets during the last war. I shall 
take an early opportunity of recommending to this gov- 
ernment the reéstablishment of the rocket-troop; and I 
feel that this army is much indebted to the Marquis of 
Hastings for his great consideration in sending to instruct 
us an officer so highly qualified as you are in the use of 
this important weapon.—I have the honor to be, etc. 
(signed), A.Campre.y.” Extract of a letter from Captain 
Nicholson to Sir William Congreve :—* After having given 
over all expectation of the Providence, she made her ap- 
pearance in the roads on the 17th of last month. As soon 
as the rocket apparatus could be got on shore and sent to 
the Mount, I commenced operations, which I am happy to 
say I have carried on most satisfactorily up to this day, 
without one rocket bursting, or being in any way unfa- 
vorable. The artillery are delighted with them. I have 
given Colonel J. Noble, commanding the Horse Artillery, 
acopy of the formation of the Woolwich and Bengal 
troops. I have no exact report of practice that I can send 
at present, but more than half of all the rockets that were 
fired went through the curtain. One of the 12-pounders 
penetrated a tree of more than two feet in diameter, and 
burst in it with capital effect, which proved to the numer- 
ous spectators the great power of the weapon.”’

My acquaintance with the deceased was very brief, yet jt 
was sufficient to enable me to appreciate somewhat the 
many excellent traits of his character. There are others] 
know who were equally attracted by his genial map. 
ner and rich conversation, and who grieve with me 
over his death. I feel it to be my duty to offer to such the 
information touching his life and character which I hayg 
been abie to glean. I could wish that the service miglit be 
performed by another more familiar with his career and 
his high qualities. 

Commander Townsend's family has been long and hon. 
orably known in America. Some members of it served jn 
the War of the Revolution, both in council and in camp, 
It was represented well in the Mexican war, and during the 
late Rebellion its old spirit of devotion to country was 
again exhibited. A brother of the deceased commanded one 
ot the first regiments sent out by the State of New York at 
the outbreak of the Rebellion, and did signal service, He 
has been widely known as the Adjutant-General of the 
State of New York. A nephew, barely twenty-three years 
of age, was killed in Grant's great march upon Richmond, 
while commanding the One Hundred and Sixth New York 
Voluntecrs. Other members of the family were promi- 
nently active, in various departments. 

The deceased graduated at Union College, New York, in 
1835, and immediately entered the Navy as a midshipman. 
His first cruise was in the Mediterranean. He afterward 
took part in the siege and capture of Vera Cruz, and was 
otherwise actively engaged during the Mexican war. 

In 1851, Commander ‘l‘ownsend, then a Lieutenant, hav- 
ing married, resigned his commission. At the outbreak of 
the Rebellion he offered his services as a Volunteer, and 
was accepted as an Acting Lieutenant. He served as such 
under Farragut at the passage of the forts and the capture 
of New Orleans. Still later he com:manded the Miami, and 
did efficient service in the Sounds of North Carolina. Sub- 
sequently he was restored to the Regular service, with the 
rauk of Commander, and commanded the well kaowniron- 
clad Essex at the siege of Port Hudson. Still later he was 
Division Commander under Admiral Porter and upon the 
Red River—campaigns of the most harassing description. 
Just before the close of the war he was ordered to the East 
India Squadron. 

His cureer in China, though brief, was not an idle one, 
His conduct of matters at Newchwang was such as to af- 
ford a guarantee for the peace of the port; yet it was s0 
considerate and careful that no injury, but the contrary, 
was offered to the prestige of the native authorities. At 
Canton he rendered some valuable service, and at Chefvo 
he put the difficulties of the missionaries in the way of set- 
tlement. Before his return from the latter place he re- 
ceived orders to proceed to Hankow, stopping at the ports, 
and it was at the first of these, en route, that he met the 
hand of the destroyer. His hard work and exposure to 
malaria upon the Southern Mississippi had implanted in 
his system the seeds of disease, and they were germinated 
readily by the tierce sun and the fresh waters of the Yang- 
tze. . 

‘The deceased was somewhat exposed to the sun on Sun- 
day, the 12th, and to the night air on Sunday evening. 
On Monday morning he had a slight fever, which increased 
on Tuesday. Yielding to urgent advice, and perhaps to 
a sense of impending danger, he concluded to return t 
Shanghai the next morning. No one dreamed that he 
was seriously ill, but the intense heat rendered it unde 
sirable and unsafe for all that the voyage should be pros- 
ecuted. At 1.30 o'clock on Tugsday morning, weatied 
with work and exposure, [ went on board the ship, and as 
1 passed to my cot I saw him quietly sleeping. In 
than half an hour I was awakened only in time 0 # 
him yield up his breath to its Giver. He had passed from 
sleep into a state of insensibility, and died without the 
opportunity to breathe a message to wife and children and 
a prayer to the Mercy Seat. 

Favored by high social position and inherited wealth, 
fortunate in his family and domestic relations, Captsi® 
‘Townsend needed nothing which could make life dear™ 
him. Neither his experience of active life nor his emjey- 
ment of his leisure had been unprofitable, but he had ever 
been a careful observer in the world, and there was 
away in his capacious mind a vast fund of information. 

In character he was benevolent and appreciativé, 
just and firm. He was known as a fighting man on 
his ship and to the world, yet no one was more tender 
hearted and considerate. His intelligence, his tenderne® 
his firmness, endeared him to his officers, while his manner 
was sufficient to ensure for him the respectful affection 
his men. The sorrow felt for him on board the Wa » 
is deep and permanent, and forms the best testimo 
his qualities of head and heart.

In the room where the committee met was a closet, and 
from that closet, immediately after adjournment, came the 

‘.eless information. Outside the house it at once changed 
hands, and the second party walked leisurely through the 
streets of Richmond with it, until upon the environs he 
encountered one of the common country carts of this sec- 
sion proceeding with half of a newly-killed beef to the 
Rebe! lines in Butler's front. 

No communication that the most lynx-eyed could per- 
ceive passed between the man and the cart, but the former 

ually changed his direction, and, was soon walking 
hack in the direction whence he came. The cart went on, 
reached and passed through the Rebel camps without mo- 
jestation and reached the pickets, where it halted as a mat- 
ter of course. The beef was destined for the house of a 
planter just beyond the Rebel Jines, and in plain sight of 
their outposts, and about equi-distant between them and 
our own outposts. ‘I'hose explanations made and a careless 
arch of the cart made by the Rebel sentry, that is, a look 
into it, the cart proceeded on its way. Just as it neared 
the house a small party of our cavalry made a dash at it, 
and to the utter surprise of the Rebel pickets, who saw the 
whole affair, our men only hovered a moment around the 
cart, then galloped back with one more man than they 
came With, leaving cart and beef and driver and mule be- 
hind them. They did not know it then, but under the 
beef was a man, and the man had a package, and the pack- 
age contained the statements of General Lee before the 
committee of Congress a few hours before. 

In outline this is how the thing was done. It may seem 
strange, but Lincoln and Grant knew long before many of 
the highest officials of the insurgent Government the sworn 
statements of their commanders as to the hopelessness of 
further resistance. Knowing that the Government and 
Grant had this information explains many things in con- 
nection with the arrival within our lines of Hunter, Ste 
phens and Campbell at the time of the Hampton Roads 
conference, which at that time were inexplicable. ‘The feat 
of obtaining this information is unrivalled in the annals of 
war, and gradually as the facts come to light, it will be 
found that Grant had every day such particular informa- 
tion from the Rebel capital that he knew what Jeft. Davis 
was talking about each day in the most private of his con- 
versations with his cabinet and members of his Congrees. 








SecreTARY Browninc has given a decision on an appeal 
from the action of the Pension Office in regard to claims 
for the increase of the invalid pensions under the act of 
June 6, 1866. His construction of the law is in substance

Actiye Rear-Admiral Charles H. Bell, commanding 
Asiatic Squadron, writes to the Navy Department from 
Yeddo Bay, Japan, under date of August 21st, stating that 
he left Simonisaki on July 31st, in the flagship Hartford, 
accompanied by the steamer Wyoming, by way of Hioga to 
Osacu, a treaty port, stipulated to be opened on January 1, 
1868. Asthe Tycoon is believed to be opposed to the 
opening of this port, Admiral Bell anchored his ships 
there for an afternoon, for the purpose of showing 
them, having no intercourse with the shore. From 
this place he proceeded to Yokohama on the 3d of Au- 
gust, where he arrived on the 5th, where he found Eng- 
lish, French and Italian men-of-war. He conveyed the 
Minister, General Van Valkenburg, to Yeddo, accompanied 
by the steamers Wachusett and Wyoming, where he landed 
him under a salute of fifteen guns, with a guard of honor 
consisting of all the marines of the squadron to escort him 
to his residence in the city. The Wachusett arrived at 
Yeddo on August 23d, from Shanghai. The storeship 
Supply was discharging a portion of her stores at Hong 
Kong, China.

THE PRESENTATION OF -MEDALS TO THE 
BROOKLYN VOLUNTEERS—THE PARADE OF 
THE SECOND DIVISION. 

To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Sir :—My attention has been called to an article in your 
paper of the 3d inst. (which I did not see until yesterday), 
reflecting upon the management of the “ military portion 
of the parade,” on the occasion of the presentation of 
medals to. the Brooklyn Volunteers, and in which you take 
occasion to say ‘‘ that it seems as if it was impossible for a 
Major-General of the National Guard to appear in public 
witnout making a mistake.” 

If such is our fatal, predestined position, it would be 
hopeless to look for amendment ; but as I think it was your 
reporter and not myself who made the mistake on this oc- 
casion, 1 have deemed it worth while to give a reply to 
your flattering notice. 

Your reporter, or critic, or whoever wrote the article in 
— specifies the two mistakes which he supposes were 
made. 

The first mistake he declares was this: He says that 
the “ original intention was that the Governor should be 
received by the division, and that he should review the 
troops before tai ing his position ;” and he thinks it a mis- 
take that the troops were so formed on side streets that 
this could not be done; and that the Governor was re- 
ceived at the Ferry solely by a cavalry escort, and the com- 
mandant of the division and his staff. 

Now, in reply, I say that the Governor was received at 
the Ferry precisely as was intended, and that there was no 
intention to receive him as your reporter supposes. ‘The 
Governor and his Staff were in carriages, and it was under- 
stood by the Governor and the Common Council Commit- 
tee that he should be received at the Ferry by a cavalry 
escort, and conducted to the City Hall. 

This course was proper and technically correct ; and, 
indeed, the crowded state of the place of reception—a rail- 
road and ferry terminus—forbade any other method of re- 
ception without an unnecessary interference with the pub- 
lic travel. 

So much for the first mistake. Now, I value a just 
criticism, but to assume an intention which does not exist, 
-_ to take that as a basis for fault-finding, is hardly 

air, 

The second mistake in the eye of your critic appears to 
be this: He says that “the Governor was to have re- 
viewed the troops on Cumberland street, but as it was they 
simply passed before him in review.” 

Here your critic makes another mistake. The Governor 
was not to “ review the troops,” that is, the Second divi- 
sion, on Cumberland street, but on Washington Park, at 
the close of the presentation ceremonies. So it was an- 
nounced in orders. But as the Voluntecrs, through Gcn- 
eral Roberts, desired to be reviewed, it was agreed that 
they sbculd pass in review before the Governor in Cum- 
berland street, before the exercises began. ‘The review on 
Cumberland street being solely a review of the Volunteers, 
the National Guard only gave a marching salute. 

I do not need any refreshing of memory as to my proper 
place in areview; but this was not a review of the Na- 
tional Guard any more than it was of the Common Council 
and guests in carriages, and my position was just where I 
pleased to take it. subject only to my duty of respect to my 
superior; and with the express assent of the Governor, I[ 
coutinued with the column, and directed the formations 
within the Park, and was where my presence, in my judg- 
ment, was required; and I think my judgment on this 
point is better than that of your critic. 

The review of the National Guard, which was to have 
been at the close of the presentation ceremonies, did not 
take place at all, by reason of the retirement of the Gov- 
ernor before the conclusion of the ceremonies ; but that 
does not alter the case, nor affect the question in any 
wise. 

As I have said, I value a just criticism ; but that is not 
a just criticism which has its point solely in a misrepre- 
sentation of facts; and I am induced to notice your article 
in particular, because I think it offensive in spirit and un- 
just in substance, not only to myself, but to other officers 
of the same rank in the National Guard.

[ We are very glad to receive the above letter from Major- 
General Duryea, and shall always be happy to hear from 
any member of the National Guard who thinks we criti- 
cise him unfairly, as we do not desire to do injustice to 
any one. Inasmuch, however, as the General appears dis- 
inclined to admit the justice of our crilicisims, we will loék 





at them more closely. The General asserts that “the Gover- 
nor was received at the Ferry precisely as was intended ;” 
and we are sorry to learn that this is the case, inasmuch as 
the reception was very faulty. When the Governor reached 
Brooklyn, the cavalry which received him was drawn up 
on the right (instead of the left) hand side of Fulton street, 
so that he approached from the left, Major-General Duryea 
and Staff being stationed on the left of the cavalry. We 
certainly think the division should have received the Gov- 
ernor (as the public travel was materially interfered with 
by the demonstration as it was); but, aside from all this, 
does General Duryea consider it is proper military eti- 
quette to post himself on the left of his troops when he 
proposes to receive the Governor, and that the General 
and Staff should then ride up to the Governor's carriage 
and salute by taking off their hats? The absurdity of such 
a performance is too great for us to waste further words about 
it. We certainly were in error if we said there were only 
two (?) mistakes made during the parade, |as we could 
enumeratemany more. The following is the order of the 
procession as we saw it: 1. Cavalry escort; 2. Governor 
and Staff; 3. Cavalry escort; 4. Major-General Duryea 
and Staff; 5. City officials in carriages ; 6. Fifth brigade ; 
7. The Veterans; 8. Eleventh brigade. Will General 
Duryea be kind enongh to explain his position in tlie col- 
umn? Was he in command of the city officials, or merely 
of himself and staff, or was he entirely out of his proper 
position as division commander? "We happened to see 
General Duryea on a side street watching the progress of 
thecolumn. Is this any portion of the duty of a Major-Gen- 
eral who has a full staff? Again, the General says, “the 
review in Cumberland street being solely a review of the 
Volunteers, the National Guard only gave a marching 
salute.” Wesee no reason in this for his failure to remain 
with the Governor; and, as we have already said, his staff 
should have béen able to station two brigades of infantry 
in a large park. At all events, the posting of the troops 
was very faulty, whoever had charge of it. Without pro- 
longing this discussion further, we can only say that we 
think the Second division was very badly handled on the 
occasion alluded to, General Duryea to the contrary not- 
withstanding.—Ep. } 


A SUGGESTION. 
To theEduor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Sir :—The United States Government is the proprietor 
of a military academy, at which, it is said, great pains 
are taken to fit young gentlemen for officers of the Army. 
‘The young man who presents himself for admission into 
this academy is required by law to “be well versed in 
reading, writing and arithmetic,” and “ to have a knowl- 
edge of the elements of English grammar, of descriptive 
geography, particularly of our own country, and of the 
history of the United States.” After four years of devo- 
tion to mathematics, ethics, law, English Grammar, geog- 
raphy, history, the French and Spanish languages, natural 
philosophy, chemistry, mineralogy, geology, military and 
civil engineering, ordnance and gunnery, the tactics of in- 
fantry, artillery and cavalry, beside several other things 
more or less useful, and after eight most thorough exami- 
nations, at different periods of his career, the aspirant for 
military position is, in the most formal manner, “judged 
worthy to receive the degree required by law preparatory 
to his advancement in the U.S. Army,” and is ‘‘recom- 
mended to the President for promotion.” At all of the 
examinations, even up to the last, we are told that some 
unfortunate beings are found wanting in their imental ac- 
quirements, and they shortly thereafter discover that their 
presence is desired among those who love them best. ‘The 
fortunate ones, however, are permitted thenceforth to occu- 
py the blissful and sublime positions of officers in the 
Army of the United States of America. All this is well 
enough; and the late war proved it to be so “ well enough” 
that even those most sceptical of the good of this sort of 
thing have been forced to hold their peace. 

It now appears, however, that any member of the late 
Volunteer torce who “has a fair knowledge of arithmetic, 
reading, writing and spelling,” possesses quite as many 
military advantages as the young man who has striven 
four years for his commission, starting, too, upon a basis 
of being “ well versed” in those same abstruse sciences, 
and a little more. 

What, then, is gained by educating young men for offi- 
cers, at the National expense, when the primary schools 
throughout the land do all that is considered requisite in 
the way of education, without drawing at all on the Na- 
tional purse ?

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THE PAY OF THE REVENUE MARINE SERVICE. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal : 4 

Sm :—I leave, through the columns of your valu- 
able j yb call the attention of the public generally, 
and of our Senators and Representatives in particular, to 
a subject but seldom thought of by the former, and mainly 
depending upon the latter. I to the increasé of pay 
for the officers of the Revenue Cutter Service. 

In compari with the duties performed by these 
gentlemen, the station in society they are supposed to oc- 
cupy, and the appearance they are expected to maintain, 
their compensa‘ is quite inadequate. 

Many good officers have been lost to the Government 
thereby, and many more only defer forwarding their resig- 
nations in the hope that the next session of Congress will 
do something for them. The Army and Navy have both 
had their pay increased, while that of the Revenue service 
remains the same. True, it was raised in 1861 to what, 
had the war not altered prices so greatly, would have been 
a fair amount, but which is now all too small. ; 

On the 3d of February, 1863, Congress passed a bill 
giving to Revenue officers assimilated rank with certain 
officers of the Navy, but specifying that their compensation 
was not to be increased thereby. About the same time a 
far more expensive uniform was prescribed for them by the 
Treasury Department than that worn by officers of the 
Navy. 

A first lieutenant in the Revenue service receives a 
yearly salary of $1,400, less tax, etc., and no ration. A 
lieutenant in the Navy, whose rank assimilates with the 
former, whose expenses are no heavier, and whose uniform 
is not so costly, receives a yearly salary of $2,400 and a 
ration. 

The same disproportion is neticeable in every grade. 

The Navy pay has always been largely in excess of that 
of the Revenue service, and still the Navy felt the need of, 
asked for, and obtained more. How much more, then, 
does the Revenue service feel that need. 

This want bears heaviest on those who have families. 
Liable, as they are, to be ordered from port to port at 
short intervals, they can make no permanent domestic ar- 
rangements, but must defray the, to them, ruinous ex- 
penses of travel and board, a almost every luxury 
and in many instances some of the necessaries of life, or 
else consent to live isolated, in a great measure, from all 
they hold dear. 

With the country at war, and the Army and Navy ab- 
sorbing almost all the attention of Congress, it has been 
difficult for this service to obtain a hearing ; but now that 
we are at peace, it isto be hoped that a moiety of time 
will be devoted to it. 

I do not imagine, Sir, that after a slight examination 
into the case, one single Senator or Representative will 
find it in his heart to refuse its petition. never yet met 
one who did not favor it and consider it a matter of simple 
right and justice. 

In conclusion, I would ask all the officers of the service 
to exert themselves earnestly in the cause, and to appeal 
to those whom I addressed in the beginning to know if 
officers whose duties are so similar to and whose rank 
assimilates with that of officers of the Navy, should not 
receive something similar in compensation.

COURTS-MARTIAL AND JUDGE-ADVOUCATES. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Sir :—There appeared in your issue of November 3da 
General Order from Headquarters State of New York, re- 
viewing ings of a General Court-martial in the case 
of Captain G. W. Lyon, Thirty Seventh regiment N. G. 
8. N.Y. It is couched in e of so ambiguous a 
nature, to one unacquainted with the exact circumstances 
of the case, as to render it almost impossible to determine 
what the precise action of the Court and Judge-Advocate 
was which produced comments so severe, and a decision so 
adverse. 

The case has, however, given rise to a discussion of the 
question, “ What are a J 4s Advocate’s powers over, and 
duties in relation to, charges before the commencement of 
the trial?” 

The answer to the question mainly hinges upon the con- 
struction given to the word “technically,” there being no 
doubt but that power rests with the Judge-Advocate to 
make them in this respect correct. 

Having performed duty as Judgo-Advocate on various 
occasions, I am able to say that at least two out of every 
three prisoners who have been turned over to me for trial, 
would escape justice on account of such errors as inaccura- 
cies in regard to date and place, charging the accused with 
violation of tho twenty-first article of war, when the speci- 
fication supported a violation of the fiftieth. Clear cases 
of desertion are sometimes charged under the twentyefirst 
article of war; “drunkenness on duty” is charged under 
the ninety-ninth, and so forth, ed infinitum. Errors of this 
nature should be invariably discovered by the Judge-Ad- 
vocate prior to the commencement of the trial on his pre- 
limiaary examination of witnesses, and I hold that it 
would be a palpable dereliction of duty to the Government, 
on his part, if he permitted such cases to come before a 
court in the shape originally presented to him. It may be 
said that a prisoner is entitled to all the benefits which 
may arrise from errors or inaccuracies in the charges. | 
answer, certainly he is, after arraignment, but it must 
be recollected that Government also has its rights, and one 
is, that justice should be done, and this IT am certain it is 
the duty of the Judge-Advocate to see done, both for and 
against the prisoner. 

The question then arises, ‘‘ How is this correction of 
charges to be made?"’ 

For any alteration of charges the Judge-Advocate is re- 
sponsible only to the General by whose authority the trial 
was ordered. Perhaps the most judicious course to be pur- 
sned would be to return the charges to the General com- 
manding, with such information of the facts in the case as 
may have been derived from the —* examination 
of witnesses, and suggestions of change in accordance 
therewith. But this is a matter with which the Vourt has 
nothing to do, can know nothing about, and cannot be held 
responsible for 





I hold that it would be perfectly right and proper for the 
General ing to order a J sory mame to bring 
up @ prisoner for trial without giving him any charges 
upon which to try him, but directing the Judge-Advocate 
to prefer such c as the evidence submitted to him 
would in his opinion substantiate. Such action on the part 
of the General commanding would only be justified by the 
most perfect confidence in the ability of the Judge-Advo- 
cate, but it would be a matter with which the Court would 
have nothing to do, and of which the prisoner could not 
complain, if furnished with a copy of the charges before 
trial. It should be borne in mind that trials by Courts- 
martial are simply criminal actions brought by the Gov- 
ernment inst the parties accused, notwithstanding 
J udge Holt’s decision that “the prosecutor (or officer pre- 
ferring the charges) has a right to be present at the trial, 
and propound questions through the Judge-Advocate,” 
which practice would be an innovation, and if indulged in 
will degrade military courts of law to arenas for the dis- 
play of malignant spite and legal pettifogging. 

To revert to the case of Captain Lyon. One is unable 
to detect the smallest possible valid ground for the de- 
cision of the Commander-in-Chief. The three grounds 
ur, resolve themselves into one, viz: that the Judge- 
Advocate arraigned the accused on two sets of charges, pre- 
ferred by different officers, at one arraignment. 

The second’ground is simply a reiteration of the first, 
except that the Judge-Advocate is herein censured, in ad- 
dition to the Court. The third ground is absurd, because 
if the Court proceeded to the trial of the accused on charges 
arranged numerically, it was, of course, compelled to come 
to a finding in accordance therewith. 

As nothing is stated to the contrary, we must assume that 
both these sets of charges were ordered for trial by the au- 
thority who convened the Court, and in such a case I know 
of no provision in the laws of the United States which en- 
titles the prisoner to two separate trials. ‘The Militia laws 
of the State of New York may contain some such pro- 
vision, of which I am ignorant, and on thie ground only 
would it have been proper to set the decision of the Court 
aside. 

Tf such a law exists, one is unable to detect its sense,"as 
all laws should be framed on the simple basis of justice, 
and this wouldconsist only in embarrassment to Court, 
Judge-Advocate and General commanding, and result in no 
bonefit to the accused.

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“THE LEGION OF HONOR. 


Havine had recent occasion to inquire into the present 
condition of the famous ion of Honor, we haye ascer- 
tained some facts conn with it, so curious that we 
think our readers will not grudge the space they will oc- 
= This Order was instituted in 1802 by the first Na- 
pol n, with the double purpose of cheaply attaching the 

vest men of the French army to himself, personally, and 
of preparing the way for the abolition of republican sim- 
plicity and the restoration of monarchial rule and a no- 
bility. It was bestowed largely for civil as well as mili- 
tary merit, and soon popularized personal distinction. It 
flourished during the Seabe ; was continued, though re- 
duced, by the Bourbons after the Restoration ; and was so 
largely used by Louis Philippe, that Figaro said the French- 
man who had not a cross of the Legion in his family de- 
served to be shown in a glass case asa curiosity. During the 
Presidency of Louis Napoleon, the Order was altered and 
improved. Part of Louis Philippe’s property, which had 
been restored to the State, was set apart for the endow- 
ment of the Legion. The cross is now conferred under 
restrictive conditions. In time of peace, it requires twenty 
years of eminent services in civil or military functions to 
qualify for membership. In time of war, acts of valor and 
serious wounds. But, even in time of peace, extraordi- 
7 and valuable services of any kind may qualify for the 

onor. 

in the time of Louis Philippe there were, officers included, 
nearly 70,000 persons wearing the Cross of the Legion. 
There has latterly been a creation of only one member for 
every two who have died, but this rule has not been 
absolutely observed, because circumstances may some- 
times warrant a decoration. In 1856, after the Crimean 
war, and in 1859, after the Italian war, the Cross 
of the Legion was largely distributed. Usually, it 
is awarded only twice a year—the Emperor's féte-day 
being one. Women are eligible to receive it; and, in- 
deed, much interest was created not long ago, by the Em- 
press Eugenie personally decorating Rosa Bonheur, the 
eminent painter, with the Legion Cross worn by herself. 
At the end of 1855, the Legion of Honor was composed of 
60 grand crosses, 225 grand officers, 1,080 commanders, 
4,760 officers, and 48,503 chevaliers. ‘The numbers are 
not much greater now, being about 60,000. 

What most particularly attracted our attention when 
mastering these details, was that the Legion of Honor is 
very largely represented in the French Legislature. ‘There 
are 175 Senators, including French Princes, each of whom 
holds his appointment for life, with a salary of $6,000 a 
year, and each of these belongs to the Legion of Honor. In 
the Corps Legivlatif there are 283 members (one to every 
35,000 voters), and 250 of these are decorated with the 
Legion of Hopor. The President of that Chamber is a 
Knight Grand Cross. There are nine grand officers, 
twenty-seven commanders, ninety-nine officers and one 
hundred and fourteen simple knights. Thirty-one Dep- 
uties do not belong to the Order ; but some of these have 
the Piedmontese Order of St. Maurice and St. Lazare. 

These thirty-one are headed by M. Berryer, and end with 
M. Edouard Fould and M. Eugene Perrier, who are 
still too young for the Honor. Twenty-five of the undec- 
orated members belong to the Opposition. Six Deputies 
of the Department of the Seine are non-decorated ; the 
other three are MM. Thiers, Jules Simon, and Darmion ; 
but the last-named is the only one of the three who re- 
ceived his decoration from the existing government. M. 
Thiers, the historian, received his grand cross of the Legion 
of Honor from Louis Philippe over thirty years ago. ‘The 
wearing of a bit of red ribbon in the second button-hole on 
the left side intimates that the person carrying it is a mem- 
ber of the Legion of Honor. There are more ways of 
killing a dog, says the Spanish proverb, than by poisoning 
him ; and so there are other means of weakening opposi- 
tion in the Corps Legislatif than by giving money for a mem- 
ber’s vote. In Walter Scott’s “Quentin Durward,” where 
Philip des Comines refuses a golden bribe, but is won over 
to the side of Charles, of Burgundy, by some soft words, 
Louis the Eleventh is made to laugh at him after he re- 
tires, sarcastically muttering to himself, “‘ And he thinks 
himself virtuous because he took no bribe, but contented 
himself with flattery and promises, and pleasure of aveng- 
ing an affront to his vanity! Why, he is just so much the 
poorer for the refusal of the money, not a jot the more 
honest.” Precisely thus must Louis Napoleon, who knows 
human nature well, laugh in his sleeve at the fact that 250 
out of 283 members of the popular branch of the Legisla- 
ture wear his badge of the Legion, and that of the Oppo- 
sition, under 31 are not thus “honored.” It is the 
fashion in France to speak contemptuously of this decora- 
tion, but it isthe practice to intrigue, work, manceuvre for 
it, and proudly exhibit it when obtained. The new mem- 
ber is always known by his wearing the cross as osten- 
tatiously as possible ; the veteran possessor simply wears 
a little bit of ribbon. Such decorations, which abc und all 
over Europe, and were numerous in the petty German 
States, constitute a cheap way of rewarding such public 
services and honoring personal merit such as mere money 
never could supply ; also, of attaching the recipient to the 
side of the donor by the tie of gratitude; for the decora- 
tion, though nominally from the country, actually pro- 
ceeds from the ruler.— Philadelphia Press,

THE FAILURE OF AN EMPIRE. 
HE first great step in the final solution of the 
Mexican problem has just been taken by the 
United States, in dispatching General SHERMAN and 
Mr. CAMPBELL to Vera Cruz. The latter goes as 
our accredited minister to the sister republic, the 
former in a military and diplomatic character as yet 
too indefinite for explication: we may be sure, from 
SHERMAN’S well-known reticence, that the disclosure 
of his mission will come, not from himself, but from 
the bureaus at Washington. In one aspect, the de- 
parture of Minister CAMPBELL is more significant than 
even that of the Lieutenant-General, since it publicly 
proclaims that the Republic of Mexico has now at 
length a local habitation as well as a name, and that 
there exists some definite place to which we may 
safely direct an ambassador. Hitherto, poor JUAREZ 
has been so driven to dodge about in northern Mexico, 
or on the banks of the Rio Grande, hundreds of miles 
distant from his own capital, that it would have been 
a doubtful compliment for any luckless diplomat to 
to be sent to his camps—unless the appointee should 
chance to be some strolling player, or other person 
used to a nomadic life. But Mr. CAMPBELL is to be 
no “‘ roving diplomatist,’’ and his departure shows that 
the Republic of Mexico will be at once reéstablished 
in vigor and dignity. With regard to SHeRMAN’s 
mission, it may be asserted that its immediate ‘‘ mili- 
‘“*tary’’ bearing would seem graver had any troops 
been assembled for him tocommand. No such move- 
ment, however, has taken place along the Texan 
frontier, and it hardly seems probable, therefore, that, 
before Congress assembles, his mission can become 
very belligerent. 

At all events, the great point is settled that the 
empire established in Mexico by French bayonets has 
practically come to anend. It will be three months, 
doubtless, before the evacuation is concluded ; but 
the drama is over, and what remains is, as it were, but 
the clearing of the stage and the packing of the fur- 
niture and the wardrobes. There was a time, and 
that not long ago, when-it seemed doubtful to some 
people whether the Austrian Archduke might not 
somehow maintain his imperial sceptre for months to 
come. A Paris paper lately alleged that the sojourn 





of MAXIMILIAN would last beyond the departure of 


the French troops. But in what capacity would he 
stay? As Emperor? The notion is too absurd for 
refutation. As private citizen? He would be the 
laughing-stock or the reproach of a nation, instead of 
returning to his kindred, to enjoy honors and digni- 
ties befitting his rank, or to his consort, that living 
monument of wrecked ambition. 
this hapless prince is not only fixed beyond doubt, 
but will be consummated at the earliest possible day. 
The sailing of the American embassy is only the token 
of a forefixed fact. 

In truth, the dethronement of MAXIMILIAN was 
even a greater necessity to our American policy than 
the expulsion of the troops of Marshal Bazarne. In 
the early diplomatic correspondence, Mr. Sewarp 
made use of a very striking expression to that effect. 
He said that the French government seemed to mis- 
apprehend the position of America regarding France.

Tue London Engineer is reviewing at great length, 
and with its usual ability, Mr. IsHerwoop’s ‘ Ex- 
perimental Researches in Steam Engineering,’ the 
golumes which the Chief of our Steam Bureau 
has published to sustain his favorite theory with re- 
gard to the expansive action of steam. Inasmuch 
a3 nearly the entire steam Navy of the United States 
is constructed in accordance with this theory—hy- 
pothesis perhaps we ought to call it—it is interesting 
to see What so high an authority as our London con- 
temporary has to say with regard to it. 

The Engineer shows how directly Mr. IsH—ERwoop 
js opposed to the best engineering practice of the 
world, and what unsatisfactory results his theory gives 


inactual practice. It goes into a careful examination of 


his facts and figures to show that they rest on no other 
foundation than assumption, taking up especially and 
at length his elaborate table of ‘‘ the data and results 
of the experiments made with the steamer Georgeanna 
in Chesapeake Bay.’’ We have not space to follow 
the Engineer through its criticism, but must content 
ourselves with quoting the concluding paragraph: 

Mr. IsHerwoop is not content to base his arguments ‘against ex- 
ansion on these statements alone ; he proceeds to attempt to demon- 
trate that back pressure, being comparatively a constant quantity, 
must tell so heavily against an expansive engine that the true economy 
of expansion is nil. For the present we may state that these argu- 
ments are exceedingly ingenious, but none the less specious. We 
thall probably return to their consideration at another time. We 
have said sufficient, we think, to show that the experiments with 
the Georgeanna, far from oversetting the theories on which the 
practice of the best English marine engineers—in other words, the 
best practice in the world—is based, strengthen it when properly and 
honestly handled. 

And yet the construction of nearly all the steam 
machinery of our Navy is based on the theory against 
which the Engineer speaks so strongly. If Mr. Isu- 

ERWOOD’S engines in actual practice sustained the 
arguments he draws from his dock trials, we might 
afford to refuse to listen to this foreign criticism, but 
itisan indisputable fact that they do not—that the 
practical results obtained in actual service with the 
screw engines of the Bureau are in some cases fifty, 


in others twenty-five, per cent. less in development of 


power, with a given weight and space occupied in the 
vessel, than with the usual practice. Under such 
cireumstances the subject assumes a very serious im- 
portance. 

In the same issue of the Engineer which contains 
the review referred to, we find an account of the per- 
formance of a large double-acting engine constructed 
by Messrs. James Warr & Co., of Soho. It is not 
hecessary to say that these eminent enyineers con- 
structed this engine as though our Steam Bureau had 
never pronounced such proportions to be absurd ; yet 
We find that, although this engine was supplied with 
steam (not in the least superheated) by a set of boilers 
of very ordinary ‘‘ evaporative power,’’ they obtained 
4 horse-power with some 2°5 pounds of coal per hour. 
It is true they expanded the steam some seven or eight 
times, but then our Bureau asserts that there is a 
Positive loss in doing this. 

It is always a misfortune to have at the head of a 
Government bureau a devoted specialist of any kind. 

e danger is, that instead of an impartial judge you 
have an earnest advocate, with a fixed hypothesis of 
his own, by which everything is rigidly tried. Mr. 
IsaeRwoon, unfortunately for the efficiency of our 
Navy, is such. a theorist and such an advocate. An 
*ngineer of not half’ the ability of Mr. lsHerwoon, 
who had average common sense, was disposed to jud ge 
fairly, and required no betier test of the quality of 
Work than that of actual performance, who had neither 
*tpansion nor non-expansion theories, but who could 
tel Whether engines worked well or ill, and drove 
ships fast, or slow, is the Bureau Chief we need.

whether our ships are fast or slow. The question is, 
Can the United States longer afford to engineer its 
ships on an unsustained theory ? : 


PrusstA likes to hunt her game in couples. When 
she seized on the Duchies she persuaded Austria to 
be her ally; about to plunge into Germany, she found 
a comrade in Italy ; and in her present scheme against 
Denmark, she invites Sweden toa partnership. In 
such enterprises the advantage of hunting in couples 
is obvious: it divides the labor and expense of the 
chase, makes the game sure by doubling the number 
of pursuers, and, above all, shifts upon other shoul- 
ders a half of that burden of odium which is pro- 
voked. It is doubtful whether indignant Europe 
would have suffered Prussia, unaided and alone, to 
accomplish her recent projects of aggrandizement ; 
but the coalition of two nations for the same purpose 
gave an air of respectability to plans which, if under- 
taken by one only, might have been denounced as 
downright robbery. When Austria and Prussia, the 
two leaders in Central Europe, united in the Schles- 
wig-Holstein dispute under the pretext of the inter- 
ests of Germany, it lent a virtuous appearance even to 
that complot. When Italy joined Prussia against the 
house of Hapsburg, the cause of Italian independence 
threw a lustre even over the ambitious intrigues of 
BisMARK. And so now, in the plan for razing the 
name of Denmark from the scroll of nations, Prussia 
seeks an associate whose reputation is beyond blemish, 
in Sweden. 

As in its former ‘‘raid’’? upon Denmark, so in its 
present, Prussia obviously wants an ally, less from mil- 
itary than from moral necessity, less to swell its in- 
vading armies than to stay up the credit of its cause. 
For it is obvious that Denmark is an ill match for the 
ambitious Power to whom it is unfortunately a neigh- 
bor. In the division of spoils, according to the sup- 
posed programme of ‘‘ absorption,’’ Sweden is to have 
the northern part of Denmark, consisting of Copen- 
hagen, with the island of Zealand, on which that cap- 
ital stands, together with Laland and Langeland ; 
Prussia is to annex Jutland, which comprises all the 
Peninsula north of the Duchy of Schleswig, together 
with the island of Funen. 

Whether Sweden has struck hands on this unholy 
compact is doubtful. If she have, let her beware not 
of her enemies only, but of her new-found friend. 
According to the proverb, ‘‘ he that sups with the 
“devil needs a long spoon.’”’ How much Sweden 
would finally make out of her partnership with Prus- 
sia is very doubtful. Prussia is fond of casting off 
allies when they are no longer useful, and can turn 
against them thereafter as well as another, more 
quickly, perhaps, than against another, if trouble arise 
in sharing the spoils. So Austria found when she 
played the cat’s-paw in the Schleswig-Holstein _busi- 
ness, and afterward had the temerity to ask a portion 
of the proceeds; and so in turn may Sweden find, 
when her bargain with Prussia is over and she asks 
for a settlement of account. Denmark can easily be 
despoiled entire by Prussia and Sweden, as she was in 
part by Prussia and Austria; but then, Prussia may 
shake off her new ally as she did her old one. As 
Austria suddenly found her late comrade in arms c¢o- 
alescing with Italy for her ruin, so Sweden, after the 
destruction of Denmark, would be almost sure to find 
another combination brewing against herself. This 
combination would be that of Russia and Prussia, the 
fourth in the latter Power's series of hunting down 
States in couples. 








Mr. SNIvDER, inventor of the breech-loader which 
is to be the future arm of the British service, has died 
in penury and affliction, his want being all the more 
remarkable from the fact that his great services are ac- 
knowledged, and every nerve is now strained to take 
advantage of them. Asso often happens, the War 
Department was just preparing to give his claims 
proper consideration, and had he died two days later 
he would have “‘ heard something to his advantage.” 
The Government, represented by its solicitor, thinks 
it did a very gencrous thing in giving him £16,000, 
past and prospective, but the press are of another 
opinion. Mr. SNipER has been sued by the War De- 
partment for the sum of one pound, one shilling and 
twopence. 





AccoRDING to the Paris correspondent of the Lon- 
don Times, the French Government has at length 
adopted the system of night signals invented by Mrs. 











Marra Coston, of Washington. A large quantity 
of these signals are now being made in the Imperial ar- 
senal at Toulon. The system isasimple one. A box, 
made of tin foil, and containing a composition which 
in burning gives brilliant lights of various colors, is 
fixed to a handle held by a seaman, the tin foil melt- 
ing away as the combustion proceeds. The method 
of expressing a given number is, first, to form a light 
by way of calling attention, and then the colored lights 





‘in the proper succession to spell out the numbery 


each color and each combination of colors having its 
peculiar value in the code of signals.

HEADQUARTERS DEPARTMENT OF THE TENNESSBE, 
LovisviLLe, Kenrucky, November 9, 1866. , 

To all Concerned.—F rom certain articles published in the 
Louisville Courier of this date, it is inferred that the re- 
mains of the Rebel General R. W. Hanson are to be re- 
ceived with military honors upon their arrival in this 
city. 

The Major-General commanding the Department directs 
me to say, that, while he has no objection to the friends of 
a deceased Rebel attending his funeral in their private 
capacity, as citizens, and will not interfere with them while 
so doing, he will not permit any military display, either 
by wearing the uniforms or side-arms, or carrying the flag 
of the late Rebel army, or marching by military organiza- 
tion - and any person attempting so to do will be ar- 
rested. ’ 

(Signed) Witiram D. Wurerpte, 
Brevet Brigadier-General U. 8S. A., and A. A. G. 

The troops stationed in and about the city were held in 
readiness to enforce this order, but were not required, 
everything passing off quietly. 


Brever Major-General J. C. Davis, commanding Dis-

A Board of officers is hereby appointed to meet at Leba-

The Board will in their report give all 
the circumstances which they may be able to obtain, and 
as near as possible the numbers ard names of those engaged 
in the unlawful proceedings, and will also state whether 
the civil authorities have taken any steps to investigate the 
matter, with a view of bringing the guilty parties to just- 
ice.

Freperick, Lieutenant-Colonel V. R. C.; First Lieuten- 
ant James K. Warpen, Forty-fifth U.S. infantry; Second 
Lieutenant J. R. Kine, Second U. S. infantry. 





A recext General Order from the English Horse 
Guards directs a new drill for infantry regiments—a run- 
ning drill. Such of the men as have not served over fifteen 
years, or are not excused by medical certificate, are to be 
exercised at this drill once a day. For the first fortnight 
the distance run is not to éxceed 300 yards. For the second 
fortnight the distance may be increased to 600 yards, For 
the third fortnight the distance may be increased to 900 
yards. After the third fortnight’s practice the distance 
may be increased to 1,000 yards daily, with arms and ac- 
coutrements carried on alternate days. The pace on all 
occasions is not to exceed six miles an hour, nor must the 
1,000 yards’ distance be attempted before the six weeks’ 
preliminary practice has been made over the shorter dis- 
tances.

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HISTORY OF THE FIRST UNITED STATES 
CAVALRY. 
(Continued. ) 

Ar the breaking out of the late Rebellion, Colonel 
Fauntleroy resigned and went South. Lieutenant-Col- 
onel Beall, of the District of Columbia, succeeded him, 
but was soon retired, and Lieutenant-Colonel George A. 
H. Blake, of Pennsylvania, was promoted colonel. On 
August 3d, 1861, the mounted riflemen, and 
cavalry were all organized into one arm and styled cav- 
alry. In the Fall of 1861, eight companies of the First 
cavalry (late First dragoons) embar at San Francisco 
for Washin . Inthe Spring of 1862, they again em- 
barked at Washington, and on April 4th landed at For- 

a tress Monroe. ‘They participated in the Peninsular Cam- 
paign under General McClellan, where they lost many 
-men. Lieutenant Colonel Grier, of Pennsylvania, Lieu- 
tenant Benton, of Maryland, and Lieutenant Allen, of 
California, were wounded in this —-> ; the two 
former elightly, the latter mortally. He his leg am- 
putated, and died a few days afterward. ‘ 

On July 17th, 1862, all the regular cavalry regiments 
were organized into regiments of twelve companies each ; 
and three majors were allowed to each regiment. The 
First cavalry was attached to the Army of the Potomac 
from the beginning to the ending of the Rebellion ; and 
participated in forty-seven engagements, in all of which 
it sustained some loss. A number of the officers of the 
regiment accepted staff positions; while others were de- 
tached temporarily holding increased rank in the Volun- 
teer service. Among the tormer was Captain J. P. Baker, 
of Illinois, who served on General Franklin's staff, and 
was severely wounded in August, 1863, on Red River, 
Louisiana. Among the iatter were Major Elliott, of 
Pennsylvania, Brigadier-General of Volunteers, com- 
manding a brigade in the Volunteer service, who was se- 
verely wounded in one of the engagements in Virginia, 
and Major Brackett, of Illinois, who was appointed col- 
onel of the Ninth Illinois cavalry, and was seriously 
wounded in Arkansas in June, 1862; also Captain Davis, 
of Mississippi, who was appointed colonel of the Eighth 

. New York cavalry, and after having distinguished himself 
upon several occasions—particularly in cutting his way 
out of Harper’s Ferry with his regiment a few hours be- 
fore the balance of the forces under Colonel Miles were 
surrendered to the Rebel General Stonewall Jackson, and 
capturing seventy-five wagons from Longstreet’s corps 
loaded with ammunition—was himself killed while gal- 
lantly leading his regiment in a charge at Beverly Ford, 
Virginia, on the 9th of June, 1863. Un the 21st of June, 
1863, the regiment made a very brilliant sabre charge at 
Upperville, Virginia, where Lieutenant Fisher, of Penn- 
sylvania, was killed, and Lieutenant Moulton, of New 
Hampshire, was captured, Captain Dunkelberger’s squad- 
ron lost twenty-three men, sabred; and Lieutenant Moul- 
ton’s squadron had twenty-one men sabred. The regi- 
ment received a high compliment, upon the field of battle, 
from the commanding general. It was a hand to hand 
conflict, in which it sustained itself against greatly supe- 
rior numbers, and finally drove the enemy from the field. 
The regiment — this occasion was commanded by Cap- 
tain Lord, now brevet major. 

The regiment also sustained a heavy loss at Gettysburg, 
Pa. Captain Lord and Lieutenant Trimble, both of Ohio, 
were wounded. It was heavily engaged on the 7th and 8th 
of May, 1864, in the t Wilderness. In this conflict 
Captain Sumner (son of General Sumner, deceased) was 
wounded in the arm; Lieutenant Pennock, of New Hamp- 
shire, was severely wounded in the head—permanently dis- 
abled; Captain Hall, of Virginia, was wounded in the 
breast; Lieutenant Carr, of Illinois, in both legs; Lieu- 
tenant Ward, of Texas, in the breast; and Lieutenant 
Bernard, of Tennessee, slightly in the leg. While med- 
itating upon the fallen heroes of the Wilderness, these lines 
seem appropriate : 

Thou who shalt trace this bloody plain, 
If goodness rules thy generous breast, 
Sigh tor the wasted rural reign, 
igh for the warriors sunk to rest. 

On the 11th and 12th of May, the regiment sustained a 
heavy loss near Richmond, and on the 30th of May it had 
a bloody en ent at Cold Harbor, in which the enemy 
was routed with heavyfloss ; but the regiment had to mourn 
the loss of Captain McKee, of New York, who was killed. 
He was esteemed and loved by every one that knew him. 
He was a thorough soldier and a polished gentleman. 
Lieutenants Hoyer, of Pennsylvania, and Small, of Oregon, 
were wounded. On June 11 and 12, 1864, the regiment, 
under command of Captaim (now Brevet Colonel) Sweitzer, 
was again heavily engaged at Trevillian Station. ‘This 
was one of the severest and bloodiest cavalry contests of 
the war. The regiment lost upward of a hundred men in 
killed and wounded. F.C. Ogden, First Lieutenant and 
Adjutant, and Lieutenant Nicholas, both of New York, 
were killed, and Captain Dunkelberger, of Pennsylvania, 
was severely wounded. On June 28, 1864, Captain 
Fielner was killed in Dakota Territory while engaged 
against the Indians. In the following month the regiment 
was sent to the Shenandoah Valley, where it served un- 
der General Sheridan, and participated with distinguished 
honor in all those bloody yet brilliant engagements, which 
shed additional honor on the American arms. Although 
terribly reduced by the {many previous conflicts, it was 
— called upon to assist in vindicating the honor of the 
Union, and though weak iu numbers, it responded to the 
call with alacrity, and, in so doing, again sustained addi- 
tional losses, both in officors and men. On August 15, 
1864, Ljeutenant Walker, of Virginia, was killed near Har- 

rs Ferry. On the 29th of the same month, Lieutenant 
° S. Hoyer, of Pensisylvania, was killed near Smithfield, 
Va., while gallantly leading his squadron on a charge. On 
September 19th, the regiment was heavily e in front 
of Winchester, Va. Lieutenant Walcott, of Rhode Island, 
and Lieutenant McGregor were (the latter slightly) wound- 
ed, and a large number of men were killed and wounded. 
It would make too voluminous a record should I attempt 
to cite the many thrilling incidents that transpired in the 
numerous engagements in which the regiment participated. 
I shall, however, enumerate the battle and guns it 
captured, in a recapitulation. After the battles of Win- 


chester, Cedar Creek, ille, Fisher’s Hill and Wood- 
stock Races, during which time the regiment was com- 
manded by Captain E. M. Baker, of New York, it went 
into Winter quarters at Winchester, Va. Of 700 men 
that answered to their names when the campaign opened 
in the Spring, but 200 remained, and 18 officers were also 
either killed or wounded. Many men had fought their last 
fight. All those that remained to enjoy a camp fire in 
that Northern Virginia climate could speak of friends and 
comrades who were no more—who would not again respond 
to the bugle’s clarion sound—but the memory of their 
glorious deeds inspired the living to emulate their valor, 
and to accept their reward—a soldier's death. 

During the Winter a number of men who had recovered 
from wounds rejoined, also several officers, so that by 
Spring, 1865, it was again about 300 strong. The last 
raid commenced on the 27th of February, 1865. On 
March 27th, the regiment reached the Army of Virginia on 
James River. On the Ist of April the regiment was en- 
gaged at Dinwiddie Court-house, Va. Lieutenant Kin- 
ney was wounded. On April 3d, the regiment had a fight 
at Five Forks, Va,, where Lieutenant Clark, of Missouri, 
was wounded. It wasalso at the surrender of Lee’s army 
on April 9, 1865. At the close of the Rebellion the regi- 
ment was ordered to New Orleans with General Sheridan, 
where it remained doing duty at his headquarters until 
December last, when it embarked for San Francisco, Major 
and Brevet Colonel Brackett commanding. ‘The regiment 
arrived at San Francisco January 22, 1866, and encamped 
at Presidio Barracks. On the Ist day of February one 
company was ordered to Sacramento, under command of 
Captain and Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel John P. Baker. 
On the 3d three companies, under command of Captain I. 
R. Dunkelberger, embarked for Drum Barracks, Wilming- 
ton, Cal. Shortly afterward three more companies and 
headquarters under the command of Major and Brevet 
Colonel A. G. Brackett, arrived at the above-mentioned 
place. The six companies under his command are at pres- 
ent encamped near Drum Barracks. ‘The remaining five 
companies are at Presidio Barracks under command of 
Captain and Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel E. M. Baker. 

n 1862 the regiment had the following engagements, 

Viz. : b rage og Va., where it captured one battle-flag 

belonging to the Fourth Virginia cavalry (Rebel); Han- 

over Court House, Gaines’ Mills, White Oak Swamp, Mal- 

vern Hill, South Mountain, Antietam, and Fredericksburg. 

In 1863, Kelly’s Ford, Stoneman’'s raid, Beverly Ford, 

Aldie, Middleburg, Upperville, Va. ; here it charged the 

Jeff. Davis Legion and First N. C. cavalry; Gettysburg, 

Boonesboro, where it charged the Seventh Va. cavalry, 

capturing three officers and eighteen men ; Williamsport, 

Funkstown, Falling Waters, Manassas Gap, Brandy Sta- 

tion, Culpepper Court-house, Rappahannock Station, and 

Bristol Station. In 1864 it was engaged at the Wilder- 

ness, Todd’s Tavern, Beaver Dam, Yellow Tavern, Me- 

chanicaville, Sheridan’s First Raid, Hawes Shop, Old 

Church, Cold Harbor, where the regiment captured fifty 

of the Forty-sixth N. C. infantry, who had fixed bayonets ; 

Trevillian Station, Sheridan's Second Raid, Deep Bottom, 

where the regiment, under command of Captain Sandford, 

captured a battle flag belonging to a North Carolina reg- 
iment; Berryville, Smithfield, Cedar Creek, Winchester, 
where the regiment captured two pieces of artillery ; Fish- 
er’s Hill, Woodstock Races, in which engagement the regi- 
ment captured a battery of light artillery ; and Waynes- 
boro. In 1865, Sheridan’s Third Raid, Dinwiddie Court- 
house, Five Forks, and surrender of General Lee. 

Several officers whose names are not muntioned in the 
foregoing article served with distinguished gallantry dur- 
ing the late war. They were: Captains Reno, Hunt, Dean, 
and Perry ; and Lieutenants McDonald (who was serious- 
ly injured at the battle of Kelly’s Ford), Barry (captured 
at Halltown and escaped), Harris, Bendire, and Winters.

Owing to the fact that some of the records have been 
lost, it is impossible to ascertain the number of enlisted 
men killed and wounded. 
Their bones are on the Southern hill, 
And on the Southern plain, 
By brook and river, lake and rill, 
And by the roaring main.

Then glory to that valiant band, 
‘The honor’d saviours of the land. 


Much has been omitted that would be highly creditable 
to the regiment, and interesting to the reader ; but nothing 
is contained in the above but facts, the proof of which can 
be furnished at any time. It might be well, however, in 
closing, to remark that in all its engagements—in the 
Mexican War, with the Indians, and in the late civil strife 
—the regiment never lost a battle flag—a fact which adds 
new lustre to the story of its brilliant achievements.

THE NEW NAVAL UNIFORM. 

Tue following is an abstract of the changes about to be 
made in the naval uniform : 

The new uniform regulatioas of the Navy go into effect 
on the Ist of December next. The body coat and cocked 
hat are restored for foreign service, but it is not obligatory 
upon officers in the United States to procure or use either 
of them. All regular officers are required to procure 
epaulets, and their use upon the ordinary frock coat, with 
sword and sword knot, constitutes the full dress uniform 
for general duty and official visits. Volunteer officers, 
whether on home or foreign service, are not required to 
procure either the body coat, cocked hat, or epaulets. 
Officers in their social intercourse in the United States, 
upon occasions requiring them to appear in evening dress, 
are authorized to wear a body coat, made according to the 
prevailing fashion, of Navy blue cloth, with five Navy 
buttons on each breast, and with the device of rank and 





grade on the ends of the collar.

In the shoulder-strap ornaments the following a 
have been made from those now in use: hang 

The Admiral is given four silver stars, with a golg 
anchor under the two outer ones. fo 

The Vice-Admiral, three silver stars, with a Bold foxy 
anchor under the centre one. 

The Rear-Admiral, two silver stars, with a silver fon! 
anchor in the,centre. 

The Commodore, a silver star in the centre, with A silver 
foul anchor at each end. 

The Captain, a silver spread eagle, with a silver fox! 
anchor at each end. 

For the other grades of line officers no ¢ 
made. Staff officers wear the same description of 
the line officers with whom they have relative rank, with 
the following exceptions: 

In the Medical Corps the anchor is omitted. 

In the Paymasters’ Corps an oak sprig is substituted fp 
the anchor. 

In the Engineers’ Corps a device of four oak leaves iq 
the form of a cross is substituted. . 

In the Naval Constructors’ Corps two live oak leayg 
and an acorn are substituted. 

. For Chaplains a silver cross is substituted. 

For Professors of Mathematics a live oak leaf and mg 
acorn are substituted. 

The form of the cap is changed. The diameter of th. 
top is the same as the base, with a gradual slope from the 
front to the back of the cap. 

The cap ornament for all commissioned officers, line ani 
staff, with the cxception noted, is a silver eagle—same 
on the captain’s strap—standing on a gold foul anchor, in 
an inclined position. The Naval Constructors, Chaplains 
and Professors of Mathematics wear the device upon their 
shoulder-straps, in the present gold wreath. Third Apsis. 
tant Engineers wear four oak leaves in the wreath. 

Epaulets are the regular Navy epaulets—the same for 
line and staff—with the devices used on the shoulder- 
upon the frog of the epaulets. ‘lhe length of the bullion 
and the width of the strap, crescent, etc., varies for the 
different grades. 

The changes in the above ornaments are as follows: 

Admiral, one inch gold lace between two strips two 
inches in width. 

Vice-Admiral, two strips of gold lace one inch wids 
above one strip two inches wide. 

Rear-Admiral, one two-inch and one one-inch strip. 

Commodore, one two-inch strip. 

No change in sleeve ornaments for other grades.

MILITIA ITEMS. 


THIRTY-sEVENTH Reoiment.—Our readers will perhaps remember 
that after the election of Colonel Farrar, Lieutenant-Colonel Chas. 
M. Catlin served upon him a quo warranto writ compelling him to 
show in the civil courts the reason why he held his commission. 
This writ, the argument of which has been put off from time to time, 
came up for final decision on last Tuesday, in the Supreme Court of 
New York, before Justice Joseph F. Barnard. The different stages 
of the case have already appeared in the Jovrnat, but the following 
is asummary of the case. Colonel Ashley resigned in August, 1865, 
and in September, of the same year, an election was held which re- 
sulted in the election of Lieuterant-Colonel Charles M. Catlin to fill 
the position, by a vote of sixteen to fourteen. At this election four 
of the regimental staff voted. Captain Lyon appealed to Brigadier- 
General Hall, commanding the Third brigade, to set aside the elec- 
tion on the ground that the statf officers of Colonel Ashley had no 
right to vote. Generaldfall decided agaist the appeal. Meanwhile 
Captain Lyon was placed under arrest, and Captain Roome appealed 
to the Commender-in-Chief. Pending the decision of this appeal, a 
commission as Colonel was issued to Lieutenant-Coionel Catlin. ‘The 
decision of the appeal to the Governor being adverse to the validity 
of Colonel Catlin, his commission was revoked and a new election 
ordered, which resulted in the choice of Colonel (then Captain) W. H- 
Farrar. Messrs. Fithian and Scudder appeared for Colonel Catlin, 
and John E. Burrill for Colonel Farrar. Among the witnesses ex- 
amined were Adjutant-General Irvine, Colonel Stonehouse, and 
Major Spencer,f the Governor’s staff, Colonels Catlin and Farrar, 
and Major Hand, Judge-Advocate of the Third brigade. Among the 
spectators present were Colonels Farrar and Catlin, Colonel Parmele, 
of the Seventy-first 'regiment, Major Dusenbury, of the Thirty- 
seventh, and a large number of the officers of the First division. It was 
proved that when Colonel Roome resigned, Colonel Ashley issued an 
order re-appointing the statf of the former incumbent, but this was 
not reported to the Adjutant-General, and that the staff were never 
re-commissioned. Judge Barnard decided that, an appéal having 
been properly made to the Commander-in-Chief, who decided upon 
said appeal, his decision was final, and that consequently Colonel 
Catlin did not hold any legal commission as Colonel ; that conse- 
quently Colonel Farrar’s commission was a valid and legal one, and 
that the court held no jurisdiction over the case. This mat- 
ter, then, is settled, and we are glad of it, although we wish the rights 
of staff officers to vote could have been more fully discussed.

Courts-MARTIAL AND JuDGE-ADvocaTEs.—We print elsewhers 
communication from a Regular officer.on the subject of the recat 
decision of the case of Captain George W. Lyon, of the Thirty-sevent) 
regiment. Werecommend the letter to the careful consideration o, 
officers convening courts-martial and judge-advocates. It is clearly 
the.duty of a judge-advocate to revise the charges placed in his hands 
for trial, and to call the attention of the officer convening the cour 
to any inaccuracies or deficiencies he may detect. In the cased 
Captain Lyon the judge-advocate of the court which tried him 
blamed for his action in trying the case as he did, and in the reem 
arraignment of Lieutenant-Colonel Haws, of the Seventh regiment, 
the charges were drawn up in such a negligent manner that the cour 
refused to try them. The judge-advocate is the legal adviser of the 
court, and is responsible for the correctness of the form m whieh th 
charges are brought before them, *s well as that the proceedings ol 
the court are according to the forms prescribed by law. It is better 
that no trials should be had than that guilty persons should, eres 
after conviction, be so frequently enabled to avoid the consequencs 
of their offences by reason of carelessness or ignorance. While cour’s 
are not ordered for the conviction of those who are ordered beforethem 
they should be a terror to evil-doers, which they cannot be unlesstie 
charges ordered for trial are technically correct. We welcome 
indication of an interest on the part of officers of the Regular Amy 
in the doings of the National Guard, and hope that our citizens 
diers will gladly receive any suggestions offered from those who malt 
the service their profession.

1. The Volunteer system, by which the National Guard maintains 
itself as an efficient organization, should enable every company in a 
t to parade upon ail occasions of duty, of whatever nature, 
either of instruction or ceremony, @ sufficient number of men to en- 
title them to identity as a company organization, without depriving 
the commandants of other companies of about one-half of their com- 
mands, as details, for the purpose of effecting an equalization. 

9. The colonel commanaing, feeling that this practice is inimical to, 
and destructive of that esprit de corps which it is his desire and inten- 
tion to encourage in company organizations, and by which alone the 
best interests of the regiment are to be attuined, and equalization 
being an absolute necessity upon all regimental parades, and only to 
be effected, according to the present numerical strength of companies, 

the transfer of nearly one-half of the men from the large to the 

swall companies, thereby discouraging the officers and men of the 
former, and encouraging supiene:s and indifference in the latter, 
{t is hereby ordered : That unless the commandants of companies, 
who have habitually been unable to parade the minimum number of 
men can satisfy the colonel commanding that their respective com- 
mands can be, and will be, recruited within reasonable time, to a 
standard that will enable them at all times to parade a sutflicient 
number to entitle them to recognition as a company organization, the 
necessary steps will be taken to reduce the number ot commands, in 
ger to more nearly equalize those remaining, creating vacancics 
shich will be filled by the acceptance of new companies, and thus 
uitertally add to the strength of the regiment. ; ; 

§. It is, nevertheless, to be hoped that the present companies will 
moceed in obtaining a sufficient number of recruits to enable them to 
maintain their identity, and as the colonel commanding is of the im- 

jon that one of the best means of securing recruits, both in 

reference to class and numbers, is to win the reputation of being a 
thoroughly drilled and disciplined regiment, he has determined to 
inaugurate the drill season by # series of drills whicn it is hoped will 
be beneficial. To thisend, itis hereby ordered: that the commis- 
sioned officers of this command assemble in fatigue uniform at the 
regimental headquarters for practical and theoretical instruction, on 
Tuesday, the 15th, Tuesday, 20th, and Wednesday, 28th instant, 
at eight o’clock, P. M; and on Thursday, 6th, Friday, i4 h, and 
Saturday, the 22d of December, proximo, at the same hour.

sergeants of their respective commands, assisted by the non-commis- 
sioned officers of the company, to drill the uninstructed men in the 
school of the soldier, during which drill the well instructed men may 
be excused from attendance. 

4. It is expected that each line officer whose commission bears date 
twelve months prior to the date of this order will be qualitied to act 
as inftructor in the school of the soldier, loading and tiring, and the 
school of the company.

The division 
line will be formed on Fifth avenue, at 1 o’clock P. M., mg ered to 
which the brigades will be formed as follows: The First brigade, 
Colonel William G. Ward commanding, on Fifth avenue, west side, 
right on Eighth street ; the Second brigade, Brigadier-General Burger 
commanding, on Fifth avenue, weet side, right on Sixteenth street ; 
the Third brigade, Colonel J. M. Varian commanding, on Madison 
avenue, west side, right on Twenty-sixth street ; the Fourth brigade, 
Colonel J. Maidhof &mmanding, on Thirty-fourth street, north side, 
right on Madison avenue ; the First cavalry brigade, Brigadier-Gen- 
eial Postley commanding, of Madison avenue, west side, right on 
Thirty-fifth street. Brigade commanders will so order the assembling 
of their respective brigades that the formations be completed by 124 
o’clock Pp.
